Rumors of War—Thelr Truth OfMcially

The Cabinet of Florence has taken the most
¢ncergetic mengures to protect the Pontifical
frontier againsi every attempt, and the Conven-
tion of the 16th of September, 1804, will be
renolutely executed, No pew cump 18 to be
establighed elther in the interior or on the fron
tiers of the Empire. The soldiers belouging o
the classes of 1660 and '61 have been dismissed
to thelr homes dince the 1st of June, The
active army comprises at the present moment
only the four contingents belopging to the
olasses of 1862, '63, '64, and 656, That of 1866
will be incorporated, towards the close of
August, but the intention of the Government
is to dismiss the men ot 1862 at the sawe period,
From the 1st of September, therefore, the notive
army will comprise ouly the contingents of four
elngses out of seven.

THE FORMOSA DIFFICULTY.

Cause of the Trouble—~Treatment of the

Crew of the Barque Rover, Htec,
The following & the account of the surviving
sailor, taken and certified by J. C. A. Wingats,
United Btates Consul at Swalow, and interpreted
by the Bev. Willlam Ashman:—

BTATEMENT OF THR CHINAMAN YEK-EWANG,

Ishipped at the United Btates Conasulute
February 28, 1867, on the barque Rover, Salled
from the port Baturday morning, March @, At
about 11 o'clock on the nlght of Tuesduy,
March 12, we struck & rock on the larboard
side, Had seen Formoss the evening before
snd were keeping off. When we struck we
at once backed the smils and slipped off the
rock; went s little distance and then struck on
the other side, The capialn shifted the helm
and she began 1o move, The meu were set at
the pumps but no water came; they would not
draw. 1think they were injured by the blow;
they were in good order before, The captain
sent the first mate down iuto the hold and he
tound thet the water wus already over the
ballast. The captain ordered the bosts,
We all got into two boats. The eaprain's
boat had six In [t—himself, his wife, and
second mate, myself, sanother sailor, and the
cook. There was taken in the boat a bed-quilt
apd some clothing, some water, a Mttle food, a
small quantity of spirits, 8 compass, and  sex-
tant, Mrs. Hunt took s small box. The second
boat had o it the irst male, the cabin boy, five
sallors, and the sallord’ cook. We pulfed of
shout 1 o'clock, and kep! lu company until duy-
light. At daylight we saw Formosi,” We rowed
in until about 4 P, M., the tide also setling us in.
When we landed we saw noone. The captain
told us he thought we need not fear, and myust
get ashore to save our llves, Wo lost sight of
the other boat about 10 o'clock. We pulled the
bont upon shore. Our clothes were wit und we
took them off, wruag out the water, und Jaiq
them out vo dry. The caplaiu sent me to find
some fresh water; 1 found it and brought bk
u bucket full. The place where we landed
was o sand beach &t the foot of & moyptgiy
very densely wooded. While we were drying
our clothes the savages came out of the jupgle
to the number of ffteen or sixteen, Thape
were one or two women among them with lon
dresses and wrtnil’.

Jected.,  When night came on [ started off,
making my way westward. 1 had a moon anhl
10 o’clock, The next morning at davlight 1 xot
to where some Chinese were. The Chinese sot-
tlement wis not more than nine or twelve miles
awny. I gotto this settlement, aud told what
bad happened, and got a man 1o g6 and heg the
savages not to kill them, but let them be
rapsomed, 1 had no money to hire this
man, but the kind people coutributed
about three dollars. The man was a
Ohipaman, the only ove who ventured
among them; he is a Chlouman’s son by one of
thelr women., The man went, and ocame
back the npext afternoon, with word that
five of the caplain's|l boat were murdered the
ufternoon of the atwack, He alio brought word
that the other boat hnd arrived in the night,
and the pext morning two of them were Killed,
After three days I cume on 1o Takao. I went to
the English Consul, and he sent & man to make
inquirica about the otber six men. The men
enme back with u report that two more men
bad been killed. The English Consul sent a
steamer, and 1 went alope with it, * #* =
There were no arms in the Rover’s boats, The
man-of-war brought me to Amoy. 1 artived in
Amay the 31st of March,
Swarow, April ¢, 1867,
A true copy.

The first rice was the completion of the 2430
race of yesterday, which wus onlled at 2 P M,
There were nine horses entered, but six of them,
not baving won heats sesterday, were raled out
by the ;ud:;on.

Melton, Dan Mace's b. h,
McClellan., At 2 P. M. the horses were brourht
out for the tirst heat, which was won by May
Queen In 2°604.

TURKEY AND THE UNITED STATES.

Arrival of the Turkish Minlster—Firat
Embassy to the United Biates.

Blacque Bey, Envoy Extraordivary and Minie-
tor Plenipotentiary from the Sublime Porie to
the United Btates, arrived jn this city on Taes-
day, and, with his suite, is stopping at the
Filth Avenue Hotel, This Is the first Minlster
that hus been sent to the United 8iates by the
Turkish Government. Contrary to expestation
the Turkish Minister is not & Mussuiman, and
the corious who yesterday paid thelr respecis 1o
the Envoy of the Porle, were rather disap-

olpted in not finding in the Minlster the popu-
ar idena of n bearded, turbaued Tark.

His Excellency Mr. Dlacque Bey is a Catholle
and anaturalized subject of the Porte, having
been born of French pareats in Constantinople,
but living most of his life among Christians and
in Christian countries, ho hag none of tue
Turkish characieriatics ol physiognomy, except
peculiar oriental eyes, nor di tinguishing Mus-
sulman traite, belog suave and affable, and not

y any mepns grave or reserved. He (8 necom-
pauied by his s ‘ccond wife, 8 Freneh landy (bs
tirat baving been n dasghter of Dr. Valen-
tine Mott, ol New York), the Becrelary
of Legation, and two Nublan negro ser-
vante, who wear the feg, He has been for
many yeara at Paris, thet centre of the diplo-
matie world, as Charge d'Atfaires, apd In 1860 was
sent as Minister to the Court of Naples, where
be remained until the expulsion of the King
(Francis), and recemtly, from his vast experi-
epoe in diplomacy snd Intimsate knowledge of
our lavguage, country, and {ts tustitutions, he
was appointed first Minister to the United States,
The Sultan bad loog contemplat d despatchiong
n Minlster to this country, but a favorable
opportunity has not occurred to ewable him to
do g0, uniil now, when the atffairs of the empire
are in o comparatively guiet condition,

The motives on the part o! the Saltan are to
cultivate to n greater extunt the friendly rela-
tione existing between the two countries, and
to make a return, although late, for the pre-
sence tor the last thiriy-tive years of an Ameri-
can Ambassador in Constantinople, Mr, Blaeque
Bey stutes that g sirong democeatic sentiment
pervades Turkish polities and soclety, caased in
# great measure by the pecaline condition that
Turkish women have hitherto muiniained, and

from being slaves tbhey  fAud  themselves
to be mwothers of BSoaltuns: consequently,
in the present lghe of even Tarkist eiviliza-
tion, they musl paturally incualeste liberal

principles in their ofisprivg. Thep, again, the
grand future of the United S8 ater hns thrown a
perceplible #hadow betore, and remote coun-
tries leel ap anxlety to cultivate with it the
most fiendly relutions, The Porte has sent
Chrietians to all or nearly all the courts of
Europe since 1856, woen the celebrated haeei-

These cells a?pu.r to be of a vegetable growth,
and by their number they so completely
absorb the oxygen of the blood that the person
polsoned may be said to die of asphyxis.
